So far, the statement announces, 25,000 prisoner’s, 
400 guns and 200 machine guns have been taken. 


British Fa lling Ba ck 
London, March 22.—(Official)—1The British troops on 
the northern portion of the battlefield are holding their 
positions. 
West of St. Quentin they are falling back in good 
order to positions further west. Very heavy fighting with 
fresh enemy forces is in progress. 
The war office states there are prepared positions 
behind the British lines to which they are falling back.

British Army Headquarters in France, March 2:» .— 
The British, gallantly fighting, are still presenting a solid 
front to the fiercely attacking Germans, although the de­ 
fensive troops have withdrawn their lines in certain places 
for strategic reasons. 


Germa ns in Mo ry 
London, March 22.—The Germans have forced their 
way into Mory, but a dashing counter attack drove them 
out, Reuter's correspondent at British headquarters tele­ 
graphs. A large party was surrounded and probably was 
captured. 
Fifty Germa n Div isio ns 
There is reason to believe fifty German divisions are 
thrown into the struggle, the correspondent states, and 
probably half as many more in the close reserve. Under 
the tremendous onslaught the British troops are falling 
back very slowly and in ex cellent order. At many places 
they are withdrawing voluntarily so as to maintain an 
unbroken front.

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Boy s Are Ready to Go to Farms 


jy jO K E boy s are wanted for the United States Boy s’ Work ing Reserv e. 
Also places are wanted for those who* hav e already enlisted. 
Early 
returns from Enrollment Week efforts show that they were successful. 
Throughout the state thousands of boy s signed up to serv e the nation by 
spending the summer on the farms. 
The driv e is still going on. 
It is not 
confined to high school boy s, but any boy 16, and under draft age, not now- 
engaged in essential war work or not employ ed at all, is eligible for the 
Reserv e. 
Any boy who serv es well will get credit for his work on the rolls 
of the National Department of Labor. 
The high school boy s hav e the opportunity to enroll in their schools, 
as each principal has the proper blank s. 
Other boy s who seek serv ico in the Reserv e should apply to the di­ 
rector, United States Boy s’ Work ing Reserv e, in his home county , or directly 
to the main Illinois office. 
The proper address of the latter is, Enrolling 
Officer, U. S. Boy s’ Work ing Reserv e, 120 W est Adams street, Chicago. 
Farmers who wish to employ boy s of the Reserv e should also apply 
to the Chicago office. 
Their applications should be sent to Burridge D. 
Butler, the director for Illinois, at the abov e address. 
Many boy s are now ready to go to the farms. 
There has been a gen­ 
eral impression that it would be the last of April or the first of May before 
they would be av ailable, but that applies to high school boy s only , and not 
to all of those. Such as enrolled early and took the short elementary course 
In agriculture prepared especially to fit them for farm work will mostly 
“graduate” and be ready for practical work on April 1. 
Besides there are boy s who are now engaged in non-essential work , 
or who are not employ ed. 
Mr. Butler say s he has a large number who are 
ready to start to the farms at any time. 
He is prepared to furnish 100 
a day for week s to come. 
„ 
Farm ers who warn boy s to help them through the planting season can 
get them now. 
The boy s who begin at the beginning will be the most help 
when the real pinch for farm labor comes. 
Either those with or those 
without elementary training will be better hands in midsummer if they 
h u vp been, on the Job throughout the spring. 
Hence farmers who are 
willing to train boy s in order to help themselv es should get their applica­ 
tions In early . 


Dry Amendment’s Progress 
pRO G RESS of the dry amendment to the federal constitution is more rapid 
than could hav e been predicted when it was enacted. 
Nine states hav e 
already ratified it. 
Of these five are dry by law within their own boun 
darie8 . and four are states that are wet. 
Of the remaining thirty -nine states 
that are y et to act, twenty -two are dry and sev enteen are wet. 
From these 
states there must be ratification by twenty -sev en in order to mak e the 
amendment into law. 
If ratification runs in the same proportion that it 
has run in the first nine states, four wet out of nine, seven more wret states 
may be ex pected to ratify . 
If it occurs ratification by only twenty out of 
the twenty -two remaining dry states will be necessary in order to banish 
the liq uor business from the nation. 
I 
Florida will be the last state to hav e opportunity to act on the amend 
ment, as it will hav e no meeting of the legislature between now and April 
of nex t y ear— thirteen months hence.

Sav ing Big Elm Trees 
g T . PAUL is an old enough and big enough town to hav e at last decided 
that her beautiful elm trees— what she has left of them— are worth 
sav ing. 
Two big elm trees each thirty y ears old stand in the wray of a new 
church edifice that is about to be efected. 
They are not to be sacrificed 
They are being transplanted. 
They are to be mov ed to another part of the 
city , where they will replace two big trees that w-ero k illd by escaping gas 
from pipes that wrere accidentally (or carelessly ) loosened during the pav ­ 
ing of an av enue. 
A contracting firm has undertak en to do the transplant­ 
ing, and it is believ ed that the popular tradition that trees of such size and 
age cannot be transplanted and continue to liv e and grow- will be shattered. 
The St. Paul Dispatch say s that to assure the growth of the trees in 
their new location, it is necessary to transfer from six to sev en tons of earth 


with each one, and to mak e an ex cav ation twelv e feet in diameter and five 


feet deep. 


BRITISH FORCES FALLING BACK BEFORE ENEMY

ATTAC K U. S. FRONT 
With the American Army in France, Friday , March 23.— The Ger 
mans launched a heav y gas attack against a certain town in our lines north 
west of Toul last night. 
No wind was blowing and the fumes of mustard 
gas from the shells hung low ov er the lines for sev eral hours. 
The bat­ 
teries firing the shells were located to the right of Richecourt and our 
artillery was busy all morning with a retaliatory shelling. 
Three of our patrols reached the enemy ’s lines early this morning, but 
in the brilliant moonlight they were discov ered and were driv en out by 
brisk machine gun and automatic rifle fire. 
Our infantry discov ered one enemy patrol inside our wire. 
These Ger­ 
mans were driv en off and it is believ ed they suffered casualties. 
There 
was increased aerial activ ity today . 


To Comfort Soldier Boy s 


VERY transport carry ing American soldiers abroad is to hav e on board 
representativ es of the Homo Serv ice Section of the Red Cross to look 
after the comfort of the departing men, according to the announcement 
of Frank W. Persons, director general of the Department of Civ ilian 
Relief of the Red Cross. 


“ These Home Serv ice men, said Mr. Persons, “ will hav e a two-fold 
opportunity and duty : first, to learn by personal conference the anx ieties 
of the soldiers on hoard and to forward k nowledge of these to our depart­ 
ment, and, secondly , to send communications from the man In the serv ice 
to his family . 
The soldiers in the camp are not told v ery long in adv ance 
that they are to go abroad, as this is not wise from a military standpoint. 
The men hare v ery little time to communicate with their families and 
friends before leav ing. 
If on the v oy age there is some one with whom they 
can talk ov er family matters and by whom they can send word to their 
families, they will trav el with lighter hearts and be ready to giv e the Red 
Cross opportunities to help. 


“ We shall hav e on the transports as many men as are necessary to 
look after the comfort of the departing men. 
They will return to prepare 
their reports to the Red Cross. 


Donate Your Book s 
p*0R ev ery man in the serv ice the American Library Association computes 
that there should be at least one book in serv ice. 
This means that a 
million more book s are needed at once. 
Herbert Putnam, president of the 
Library Association, has appealed to the woman’s committee of the Council 
of National Defense to assist in the campaign to collect them. 
This cam­ 
paign began on March 18 th. 


The women’s committee is strongly in sy mpathy with this campaign, 
and urges women to giv e it their fullest co-operation. 
The chairmen of 
the committee in ev ery state hav e been instructed to get in touch with the 
state agents of the American Library Association, to dev elop a plan for the 
co-operation of the committee, and to enlist the assistance of all women in 
the state through the local units. The committee feels that this is an oppor­ 
tunity for the women who can giv e only part of their time each day to w-ar 
work . 


“ The goal of the campaign,” states the woman’s committee, “ is to 
obtain as many donations as possible of book s for army and nav y . 
The 
association also needs money for such book s as cannot be obtained as 
gifts, but the attempt will he first to collect all the book s that people are 
willing to give. 
These need only be deliv ered to the nearest public or 
other library , and will be sent from there to war serv ice libraries. 


Look Out for April 1 
I^JONDAY, APRIL 1, is the final day for filing schedules for the income 
tax . 
There will be no further ex tension of the time by the national 
gov ernment. 
Penaltios for failure to file schedules on or before that date 
will accrue on April 2nd. 
And the penalties are sev ere— a fine of up to 
11,000, plus a 60 per cent addition to the tax of the person who is late or 
fails to file at all. 
A suggestion that comes from the internal rev enue department should 
be followed by all: 
Don’t wait until the last day ; file early . 
If any great 
number do wait until the final day the v arious offices will be swamped. By 
piling up the work the efficiency of the whole force will be impaired. 
A thing for all to remember is that the gov ernment issues no special, 
indiv idual Inv itation to those who must pay income tax es to come in and 
file their schedules. 
It ask s no one, at this time, what his income is. 
It is 
up to the indiv idual to tell the gov ernment about it, and to do his telling 
on or before April 1. 
And each may be sure the gov ernment will get him 
if he don’t.

“Before Verdun the artillery duel 
continued. 
“From other theaters of the war 
there is nothing new to report.” 
Big Battle Continues. 
The Germans along most all of the 
battle front continue their attack s in 
great strength. 
At sev eral points the 
enemy made gains against the British, 
but at others he was repulsed In coun­ 
ter-attack s, according to the British 
official communication. 
The communication say s: 
“This morning the enemy renewed 
his attack s in great strength along 
practically the whole of the battle 
front Fierce fighting occurred in our 
battle positions and is still continu­ 
ing. 
Counter-Attack s Win. 
“The enemy made some progress at 
certain points. 
At others his troops 
have been throwm back by our counter­ 
attack s. 
“Our losses Inev itably hav e been 
considerable, but they hav e not been 
out of proportion to the magnitude of 
the battle. 
“From reports receiv ed from all 
parts of the battle front the enemy ’s 
losses continue to be v ery heav y , and 
his adv ance ev ery where has been 
made at great sacrifice. 
“Our troops are fighting with the 
greatest galluntry . When all rank s be­ 
hav e so well It Is difficult, at this 
stage of the battle, to distinguish in­ 
stances. 
Gallantry Shown by British. 
“Ex ceptional gallantry was shown, 
however, by the troops of the Twenty - 
fourth division in a protracted defense 
of Lev erguler, and by the Third div i­ 
sion, who maintained our positions in 
the neighborhood of Croiselles and to 
the north of that v illage ugainst re­ 
peated attack s. 
"A v ery gallant fight was made by 
the Fifty -first division in the neigh 
borhood of the Bapaume-Cambrai road 
against repeated attack s. 
More Fighting Ex pected. 
“Identification 
obtained 
in 
the 
course of the battle shows that the 
enemy ’s opening attack was delivered 
by some forty divisions, supported by 
great masses of German artillery , re­ 
enforced by Austrian batteries. Many 
other German div isions hav e since 
tak en part in the fighting and others 
are arriv ing in the battle area. 
“Further fighting of a most severe 
nature is anticipated.” 
Foc’a Losses Enormous. 
Reuter’s correspondent at British 
headq uarters wires: 
“The whole thing is too big to be 
able even to sk etch or v isualize easily , 
Thus far the enemy has paid a colos­ 
sal price for such small gains as rep­ 
resent the fruits of his mighty effort.” 
The great battle on 
the western 
front continues, the war office reports 
The British are holding the enemy . 
First Line Tak en. 
Berlin, March 23.—-The British first 
line has been captured by German 
troops attack ing from the southeast oi 
Arras as far as La Fere, the war office 
announces.

The first reports of infantry fight­

wedges into both sides of the Cambrai 
salient, isolate the British troops fur­ 
ther east and regain the Hindenburjj 
line, from which they were driv en on 
Nov ember 22, 1917 , by General By ng’g 
sudden blows. 
Subseq uent dispatches hav e proved 
that this was indeed the plan of tin- 


German general staff. The fighting on 
the rest of the 50-mile front was but 
n side issue to the terrific onslaught 
aimed at Gauche wood and Lagnicourt, 
the south and north bases of the sali­ 
ent. 
St. Ledger Scene of Fight.

W. R. Jones, an attorney of Benton, 
who defended Cunger, was compelled 
to swear public allegiance to the gov­ 
ernment and kiss the flag and was 
told to leave.
